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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Klasa et al. does not provide 
a disclosure tht would lead the artisan to have a reasonable expectation of success with respect to PTK787, or other VEGFR inhibitors, to 
treat AML. Klasa teaches that the leukemic monocytes of AML secrete VEGF and display VEGF receptors (See pg. 450, left column, third 
paragraph), which are identfied as therapeutic targeting molicular markers. Because Wood teaches that PTK787 treats leukemia, and acts 
by decreasing the activity of VEGF it would have been obvious to threat this specific type of leukemia, AML, as well. (Moreover, the 
rejection is over a combination of references, and not Klasa alone). 
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
